1 . DISCUSSION BASED ON MIN OWEN'S PARLIAMENTARY STATE- 
MENT OF JULY L0 TO THE EFFECT THAT UK DEL WOULD RAISE 
TRIALS OF GINZBERG AND SHCHARANSKY AT BONN MEETING 
BEGAN AT DINNER HOSTED BY FRG STATE SECRETARY PETER 
HERMES FOR ALL DELS NIGHT JULY L0 AND CONTINUED INTO 
JULY 1 1 . 

2. FRG OPPOSED FROM OUTSET ANY MENTION AT THIS TIME OF 
EVENTS IN USSR ARGUING THAT IT WOULD BE MORE APPROPRIATE 
TO WAIT UNTIL AFTER TRIAL RESULTS ANNOUNCED. KLAUS 
BLECH, WHO ATTENDED HERMES DINNER, WAS AMONG THOSE WHO 
MADE CASE TO US DEL. 

3. BRITISH DEL HELD OFF MAKING STATEMENT UNTIL JULY LL 
AFTERNOON SESSION TO PERMIT EC-NINE TO DISCUSS FRG 
OBJECTIONS AND FOR REST OF NINE TO CONSULT WITH CAPITALS. 

FINAL DECISION WAS THAT NO OTHER DELEGATION WOULD ORALLY 
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SUPPORT UK STATEMENT BUT RATHER THAT UK DEL WOULD 
INCLUDE IN PREPARED STATEMENT (WHICH WE UNDERSTAND DEPT 
HAS RECEIVED) A STATEMENT OF SUPPORT BY THOSE COUNTRIES 
OF THE NINE WHO HAD AGREED TO IT. US DEL WAS ASKED BY 
NINE TO REFRAIN FROM SEPARATE STATEMENT OF SUPPORT BUT 
TO ADD NAME TO LIST IN BRITISH STATEMENT. PER REFTEL 
US DEL DECLINED. 
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4. SOVIET DEL PERMITTED UK REP ALMOST TO COMPLETE 
STATEMENT BEFORE INTERRUPTING ON A POINT OF ORDER WHICH 
TURNED INTO FULL FLEDGED STATEMENT. PREDICTABLY. 

SOVIET DEL SAID EXPERTS' MEETING AGENDA DID NOT INCLUDE 
ROOM FOR DISCUSSION OF SUCH TOPICS AND REFERRED TO 
PRINCIPLE SIX OF FINAL ACT. 

5. US DEL HEAD HAD PREVIOUSLY ASKED FOR FLOOR AND 
IMMEDIATELY FOLLOWED SOVIETS. STATEMENT WAS ESSEN- 
TIALLY TAKEN DIRECTLY FROM SECRETARY VANCE'S STATEMENTS 
ON JULY 8 AND L0. NO OTHER WESTERN DELS SPOKE. 

6. POLAND, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, AND GDR SUPPORTED SOVIET 
POSITION IN SHORT, FAIRLY MILD STATEMENTS. 

7. AFTER SHORT COFFEE BREAK TO RELIEVE HIGHLY CHARGED 
ATMOSPHERE, MEETING RESUMED BRIEFLY, DECIDED TO BEGIN 
INFORMAL DRAFTING ON JULY L2 AND ADJOURNED TO SEE 
POLISH TV FILM ON CSCE. DURING COFFEE BREAK, SOVIETS 
TOLD VARIOUS DELS (BUT NOT REPEAT NOT THE US) THAT IF 
THE DISSIDENT TRIALS ARE BROUGHT UP AGAIN, THEY CANNOT 
VOUCH FOR WHAT RESPONSE WILL BE. HOWEVER, FOR NOW, IT 
WOULD SEEM THAT MEETING WILL RESUME NORMALLY TOMORROW. 
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
